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DETAILED ACTION 
Acknowledgment 

1 . Applicant's Amendment and Response to Paper No.6 has been entered and 
made of Record. Claims 1-3 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Wanlass 
(US 6,090,672). 

Wanlass teaches a semiconductor device comprising (Fig.8C): 
a semiconductor substrate in which a source, drain and channel are formed; a 
gate formed on a gate dielectric layer formed on the semiconductor substrate; spacers 
adjacent to the gate wherein the gate and spacers are formed in a trench formed in a 
layer of dielectric material on the substrate surface, wherein the trench defines the 
distance between the device source and the device drain, 

wherein the distance between the spacers defines a device gate length. See also 
Col.2, line 43 - Col.4, line 55. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wanlass 
(US 6,090,672) in view of Chatterjee et al. (IEEE IEDM 1998 pp 777-780). 

Wanlass teaches substantially the entire claimed structure, as applied to claim 1 
above, except that the distance between the spacers is less than 50 nm. However, 
Chatterjee shows in Fig.4 the gate length can be changed less than 50 nm. Thus it 
would have been obvious to tone of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to select the gate length, since it has been held that where the general conditions 
of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges 
involves only routine skill in the art. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
